THE MAN VEST AS JUDGE 
J. F. PHILLIPS KNEW HIM

Law Partner of Senator Vest From 
1565 to 1879. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. %9.--The most 
impassioned and persuasive plea I. ever 
heard for the preservation of the Amert- 
can union. when the very air was pregnant 
with the coming stornf of civil strife, was 
made by Mr. Vest in his speech delivered 
at Warrensburg. 

He was elected to 
summer. At the very opening of 
memorable legislature he burst upon 
public view, a wWery Prince ,Rupert, 
flaming tongue, arousing a sentiment of 
resistance to what he conceived to be the 
encroachments of the federal government 
upon the rights of the state, imperiling the 
institution of slavery. He became the 
foremost debater of that body and his 
fame as a brilliant orator spread Beyond 
the borders of the state.

PUEBLO, Colo., Aug. 9.—The indications 
now are that the death list in the Denver 
& Rio Grande bridge horror will not be far 
from 100. 

Already 77 bodies have been taken from 
the waters of Dry Creek, and of these 6¢ 
have been identified. 

The missing total is 25, but it is believed 
many of these will be discovered alive 
later. 

It has been ascertained that some escaped 
trom the coaches that went into the water 
though the number is small. The wonder 
is that any got out of the death traps. 

Deep gloom has settled down upon this 
city today. 

Many. business houses are closed out of 
respect for the dead, and more than 40 pri- 
vate homes are darkened and in mourning. 
The wreck victims of yesterday will prob- 
ably nut be the only ones or the most to be 
pitied, as already cases of total loss of 
mind as a result of the shock when told of 
Joss of loved ones are reported. 

All the citizens have joined in one im. 
mense funeral procession, winding unceas- 
ingly from one morgue to the other. 

Death in one of its most horrible form; 
has become so common that delicate wom- 
en and innocent children, ever guarded 
‘from the touch of tragedy, are freely 
lowed to gaze upon it. 

There is scarcely a person in the city 
who does not suffer a personal loss, know- 
ing some of the victims as a friend. The 
eye of mourning full and sad, is general. 
The calamity is the heaviest that has ever 
fallen on the city. 

Entire families have been wiped out, an 
instance being that of J. Q. Thomas, com- 
mercial agent for the Santa Fe railroad. 
who, together with his wife, lost their 
lives in the raging waters. 

All night long the search was kept up 
and an occasional body was located, but in 
the darkness the work was necessarily 
slow. The most treacherous of streams, the 
Fountain river, into which nearly all the 
dead bodies were washed, this morning 
had fallen to nearly its normal condition.

SUBURBAN HOME IS BURNED.

“Nothing can be so unfortunate as this transformation from
